SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  no  great  upheavals  in  the  social 
conditions  of  the  district.  The  need  of  the  times  has  brought  forth 
increased  effort  from  industr}^  The  various  voluntary  bodies,  mos.t  of 
which  have  sprung  up  as  a result  of  the  war,  viz.  Women’s  Voluntary 
Services,  Civil  Defence  Services,  Home  Guard,  Prisoners  of  War  and 
Services  Families  Associations  have  not  remained  static  but  are  constantly 
expanding  their  activities  and  responsibilities.  With  the  difficulties  and 
restrictions  on  travel,  there  has  been  more  scope  for  social  intercourse  and 
recreational  facilities  within  the  district  and  wartime  and  peacetime 
organisations  have  co-operated  in  fostering  these  contacts,  which  help  to 
lessen  the  heavy  additional  strain  thrown  on  the  population  in  these  days. 
The  health  of  the  industrial  worker  in  the  factory,  where  he  is  working 
at  high  pressure  and  exposed  often  to  dangerous  substances,  is  being 
safeguarded  in  various  ways  with  the  object  of  reducing  the  sickness 
rate  as  well  as  the  accident  rate.  Housing  and  water  supplies  are  still 
urgent  problems  and  have  not  lessened  during  the  year.  Preliminary  steps 
have  been  taken  on  Post-War  Flousing  and  a site  zoned  for  immediate 
post-war  development  on  land  which  has  all  services  readily  available. 
Application  for  authority  to  augment  the  water  supply — it  is  hoped  up 
to  50,000  gallons  per  day — has  been  granted  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the 
supply  will  be  made  available  to  the  consumer  in  1944.  The  chief 
community  diseases  one  expects  to  find  in  time  of  war  viz.,  typhoid  fever, 
dysentery*,  tuberculosis,  cerebro -spinal  fever  and  influenza  have  not  shown 
much,  if  anj^  increase  in  their  peacetime  incidence.  A brisk  widespread 
epidemic  of  Influenza  did  occur  in  November  and  December,  affected 
children  and  adults  alike,  was  of  short  duration  and  mild  in  type.  It 


necessitated  the  closure  of  Biddulph  Moor  School  for  two  weeks  in  late 
November  and  December.  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers  continue  to 
receive  priority  supplies  of  protective  foods ; the  early  availability  of 
these  and  the  equitable  standard  of  rationing  may  have  been  important 
contributory  factors  in  the  abnormally  low  infantile  mortality  rate  recorded 
this  year.  Although  the  vital  statistics  given  in  this  report  are  satis- 
factory, their  present  level  is  so  dependent  on  environmental  hygiene  as 
related  to  water  supplies,  sewerage,  housing  and  nuisances  that  without 
development  or  extension  of  these  soon — and  they  have  been  in  abeyance 
almost  5 years — it  is  problematical  whether  the  current  figures  can  be 
maintained. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

A comparison  of  the  Birth  and  Death  Rates  and  Infantile  Mortality 
Rates  of  Biddulph  with  those  of  England  and  Wales  over  the  five  year 
war  period  is  appended  below  together  with  a comparison  of  the  five  year 
mean.  The  district  rates  compare  favourably  with  those  of  the  country 
as  a whole.

SECTION  C — Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

The  yield  of  water  from  the  various  sources  of  supply  shows  little  or 
no  improvement  on  the  preceding  two  years,  and  there  does  not  seem  to 
be  a sufficiency  of  piped  supply  to  meet  the  domestic  and  industrial  needs 
of  the  district.  The  supply  has  had  to  be  intermittent  to  the  higher 
parts  of  the  district  and  Knypersley,  Brown  Lees  and  Biddulph  Moor 
areas  have  suffered  considerably  at  various  times  during  the  year.  The 
causes  of  this  compulsory  intermittency  are  well  known  and  fortunately  the 
quality  of  the  water  has  not  suffered  in  consequence.  One  small  supply 
continues  to  show  plumbo-solvency  and  has  an  erosive  action  on  lead. 
This  matter  was  fully  investigated  at  a special  meeting  of  the  Water 
Committee  on  19th  October,  1943,  when  it  was  resolved  to  augment  this 
yield  to  its  maximum  for  general  distribution.  A report  was  submitted 
on  the  matter  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  on  the  steps  the  Local  Authority 
was  taking  to  overcome  this  plumbo-solvency  and  authority  was  granted  to 
l)roceed  with  the  installation  of  pumping  plant  and  the  necessary  treat- 
ment plant  to  counteract  the  plumbo-solvency.  A small  augmentation  of 
supply  seems  probable  in  1944  from  this  source.  Routine  sampling  was 
carried  out  at  the  various  sources  of  supply  and  at  distributive  points, 
and  an  analysis  of  this  is  appended  below.

42  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  public  supplies — 21  for  chemical 
and  21  for  bacteriological  examination.  In  addition  8 samples  were  taken 
from  the  Hollands  (4  for  chemical  and  4 for  bacteriological).  All  the 
Hollands’  samples  showed  signs  of  sewage  pollution. 

The  yield  from  the  Elmhurst  Well  averaged  approximately  5,700  galls, 
per  hour  throughout  the  year.  That  from  Biddulph  Park  Springs  in 
March,  1943,  was  approximately  4,500  gallons  per  hour,  in  June  4,000  gallons 
per  hour,  in  September  4,000  gallons  per  hour  and  in  December  4,300 
gallons  per  hour. 

The  electric  pumps  continue  to  function  satisfactorily.  Arrangements 
have  been  made  with  the  makers  for  the  regular  maintenance  of  the 
chlorinating  plants  and  these  are  now  working  without  trouble. 

Of  the  2,759  inhabited  houses  in  the  district  ,169  are  without  a piped 
supply.  The  remaining  2,590  houses — 93.5  per  cent. — -are  supplied  Trom 
public  works  and  from  a private  supply  of  approved  source. 

3.  Sewers  and  Sewerage. 

The  need  for  a new  sewage  scheme  is  still  a matter  of  the  utmost 
urgency.  It  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  possible  to  make  a start  with  this 
soon  after  hostilities  cease,  in  view  of  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  Circular 
indicating  its  preparedness  to  assist  Local  Authorities  to  carry  their  urgent 
schemes  to  an  advanced  stage.  Schemes  were  submitted  in  October,  1941, 
and  are  awaiting  consideration.

SECTION  E. — Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

Milk  and  Dairies. 

There  are  144  cowsheds  in  the  district.  Many  of  them  are  structurally 
unsatisfactory  and  many  are  without  dairies.  Three  dairies  and  one  new 
cowshed  have  been  constructed  during  the  year.  As  in  housing  work  it  is 
(mly  ])ossible  to  maintain  present  standards  except  in  a small  number  of 
ca^-cs  where  improvements  have  been  carriccl  out. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

I'nder  the  Ministry  of  l"ood  Scheme  all  meat  is  supplied  from  a 
Central  Deijol  in  the  City  of  Stoke-on-Trent  where  it  is  subject  to  inspection 
b(ffore  distribution.  Pigs  slaughtered  in  this  district  where  a portion  is 
ff>r  sale  f(;r  human  ccmsumptioii  were  examined  and  no  evidence  of 
disease  was  found.  In  addition  various  articles  of  food  were  surrendered 
and  where  they  were  found  to  be  unfit  certificates  were  given. 


SECTION  F. 


Prevalence  and  Control  over  Infectious  and  other  Diseases. 

The  isolation  hospital  at  West  Heath  was  able  to  cope  with  all  the 
necessar}^  admission  of  Infectious  Diseases  during  the  year.  These 
numbered  35  of  which  33  were  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  and  2 notified  as 
diphtheria.  44  disinfections  were  carried  out  after  cases  of  infectious 
disease. 

The  following  statistics  relate  to  the  notifiable  infectious  diseases 
among  the  civilian  population  during  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1943. 

There  were  98  notifications  under  the  1918  Regulations  including  9 
from  Tuberculosis,  4 of  which  were  Pulmonary  and  5 Non-Pulmonary. 
Under  the  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  Regulations.  1939,  40  cases  of 
Whooping  Cough  and  13  cases  of  Measles  were  notified. 

Scarlet  Fever  again  showed  an  increase  with  42  cases  compared  with 
33  in  1942  and  7 in  1941.  Each  was  of  a mild  type;  one  case  occurred  in 
an  adult,  21  in  pre-school  children  and  18  between  the  ages  of  5 and  10 
years.  33  were  admitted  to  hospital  and  9 nursed  at  home.  There  were  no 
return  cases  and  the  t3^pe  generally  was  mild  and  this  compares  with  that 
prevailing  in  the  country  as  a whole. 

Whooping  Cough  notifications  showed  a slight  increase  at  40  against 
32  in  1942.  9 cases  occurred  under  one  year  of  age  and  27  of  the  remainder 
were  under  5.  All  except  6 cases  were  notified  from  August  onwards. 
There  were  no  deaths. 

Measles  showed  a substantial  decrease  in  the  number  of  notifications, 
with  only  13  after  the  epidemics  of  1941  and  1942. 

Diphtheria. — Only  two  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified  during  the 
year;  one  case  was  in  a girl  age  16  years  and  proved  to  be  a case  of 
Vincent’s  Angina  and  she  was  in  hospital  21  days.  The  other  was  in  a boy 
age  6 \'ears  in  whom  two  swabs  were  negative  and  he  was  discharged  after 
8 days  in  hospital  as  non-diphtheritic.  There  have  therefore  been  no 
cases  of  confirmed  diphtheria  in  1943.  29  swabs  from  the  throat  and  nose 
were  sent  to  the  County  Bacteriological  Laboratory  during  the  3^ear  and 
none  was  found  to  be  positive  to  diphtheria. 

The  immunisation  of  children  against  Diphtheria  continued  through- 
out the  3’ear  with  the  co-operation  of  local  medical  practitioners.  School

Scabies. — The  scheme  has  been  in  operation  throughout  the  year  and 
has  received  excellent  support  from  the  public.  Decontamination  continues 
to  be  carried  out  at  the  Civil  Defence  Headquarters  and  the  functions 
are  distributed  between  the  County  Council  and  the  Local  Authority,  the 
former  being  responsible  for  accommodation,  services  of  Health  Visitors, 
when  their  other  work  permits,  and  for  supplies  of  hot  water ; and  the  latter 
for  materials  and  labour.  64  sessions  were  held  during  the  year  at  which 
41  families  comprising  146  persons  received  297  treatments.  In  no  case 
where  the  family  was  treated  as  a unit  were  relapses  reported  t©  have 
occurred.
